Anuary 6th, I find (by the firſt Column of the Leſt- hand 

Page) to be Sunday; by the ſecond Column it appears 
that this Day is the Epiphany ; and guiding my Eye ſtill for- 
ward, I find that the) riſes this Night at 50 m. paſt 7, and 
was South 23 m. palt 2 in the Morning; by the laſt Column 
it appears, that what we call the 6th Day, is by all ſuch as 
make uſe of the Roman (or Gregorian) Stile, accounted the 
17th: Alſo againſt the ſame Day towards the Bottom of 
this Page, I find that this Day the @ riſes 1 min. paſt 8, and 
ſets 59 m. paſt 3. 

By the following Columns, I perceive that H is South 
31 m. paſt 11 at Night, X ſets 30 m. paſt 3 in the Morning, 
& riſes 9 m. = 7 in the Morning, L ſets 37 m. paſt 5 
at Night, & riſes 40 m. paſt 6 in the Morning, and the (Ver- 
nal Equinox or) firſt Point of Aries comes to the South that 
Evening at 3 m. 56 ſec. paſt 4. 

Againſt this ſame 6th of January, in the Top of the other 
Page, I find that Day breaks 51 m. paſt 5, the Length of 
that Day is 7 h. 57 m. and Days increaſed 40 m. The other 
five Columns ſhew the Latitude of H to be o 1/ South; that 
of V 47! South, that of g 44! South, that of 1% 33' South, 
and that of $ 3 10” North. 

Again, looking this ſame Day ſomewhat lower down, I find 
the Moon's Place to be 50 12/ of wp, which the ſecond Table 
in the Almanack (viz. that next the Table of Intereſt) ſhews 
to have Dominion over the Bowels ; her Latitude is this Day 
3 34 North. The Sun's Place is w 26 d. 48 m. that of 
Saturn & 20d. 21 m. that of Jupiter 3 26d. 33 m. that 
of Mars w 9d. 4m. that of Venus xx; 15d. 8 m. that of 
Mercury y 8d. 51 m. Saturn, Jupiter, and Mercury, being 
all Retrogade (viz. going backward) the Sun's Declination 
alſo appears to be 4 51 m. South. 

It appears alſo by the Columns of Y, &, and 9, that the 
Moon comes to a Quartile of the firſt of them, the Night 
before at 6, comes to a Trine of the ſecond this Night at 8, 


| and to the ſame Aſpect of the other at 7. 


Laſtly, At the Bottom of this Page, I find that this 6th Day 
Clocks and Watches are 10 m. 35 2 faſter than a good Sun- 
Dial, and that the true Place of Q is S 22 d. 55 m. The
